Reykjavik, Iceland, August 8.—A 
terrific Arctic storm which is moving 
eastward from the west coast of 
Greenland may shatter the pack-ice 
which has entrapped the supply ship 
Gertrude Rask off Angmagsalik and 
permit the American army world 
fliers to continue their flight along 
the rearranged route. 


The airmen are determined 
carry on, however, regardless 
whether the pack-ice is scattered. 

A radiogram from the destroyer 
Milwaukee told of the storm which 
is whipping about the barren Green- 
land coasts. If the full force of the 
weather persists until the storm cen- 
ter has crossed the southern tip of 
Greenland it is likely that the pack 
ice which threatens to freeze thé 
hopes of the fliers in its icy grip may 
be dissipated. If the Rask can free 
herself and make Angmagsalik the 
fliers will be able to land at that tiny 
settlement, as it is believed that a 
bit of water exists between the ice 
fringe and the shore. 

Trawlermen Voice Hope. 

Icelandic trawlermen, who know ice 
and its habits as city folk know tkeir 
neighbors, believe that the Rask has 
a good chance of reaching Angmagsa- 
lik. 

The whole flight has assumed the 
aspect of an Arctic exploring expe- 
dition, with freezing temperatures and 
ice floes transcending all else in im- 
portance. If the Rask should fail to 
make harbor at Angmagsalik there re- 
mains the alternative of refueling the 
planes at sea halfway between here 
and Ivigtut on the west coast of 
Greenland. 

In that event the procedure would 
be to extend a far-flung line of cruis- 
ers and destroyers along the pro- 
posed route of the airmen to supply 
daily weather reports. When a calm 
day appeared in prospect the fliers 
would take off from Reykjavik. 

Alternative Hazardous. 

Bither the Richmond or -the Ra- 
leigh would supply the 
food and fuel. ‘The designated ship 
would lower a motor sailing boat 
stocked with barrels of gasoline, oil 
and food. The planes would land in 
the lee of the mother ship and a line 
would be passed between the Jaunch 
and the planes. This would be fol- 
lowed by a fuel line. 
blow the planes and the launch lee- 
ward, but the launch would act as an 
adequate sea anchor and prevent too 
great drifting. 

This whole procedure is most haz- 
ardous, and if it is possible to escape 
exposing the planes and the fliers to 
the dangers involved they most cer- 
tainly will be spared as the convoy 
commanders who are advising them 
are anxious to avoid a landing in 
mid-ocean. 

Nearly all 13 of Reykjavik’s po- 
licemen turned out Friday to protect 
Lieutenant Eric Nelson’s plane when 
it was hauled upon the beach for 
overhauling. The amazed fisher-folk 
surrounded the almost unheard of 
contraption and stared their fill.

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FALLON GLEARED 
ON BRIBE CHARGE 


Jury Deliberated Six 
Hours Before Returning 
Acquittal— Trial Was 
Series of Climaxes. 


New York, August 8.—The jury in 
the case of William J. Fallon, criminal 
lawyer, who has been on trial] here 
charged with bribing a juror, return- 
ed a verdict of not guilty at 11:05 
tonight. 

The jury was out almost six hours. 

After a trial Jasting about three 
weeks, one of the most bitterly fought 
legal battles New York city has seen. 
Fallon walked out of the court room a 
free man, 

A wild demonstration followed the 
announcement of the verdict. Friends 
of the accused lawyer who have 
crowded the court room and corridors 
of the federal building each day of 
the trial, often battling with deputy 
marshals to get a glimpse of the de- 
fendant, rushed around him and cheer- 
ed for many minutes, almost crushinz 
him jn their efforts to shake his hand. 

Fallon Charged Plot. 

The jury had listened to summa- 
tions, featured by many clashes with 
the gs’ poe opposing counsel, for 
three hours while the Jefendant was 
speaking in his own deefnse. Fallon de- 
clared he was a victim of a plot en- 
gineered by Victor Watson, assistant 
publisher of the New York American. 
He reviewed the testimony regarding 
his visit to Watson’s home and ac- 
cused the newspaper official of false- 
hood in his statement that the meetinz 


had been arranged to make him capit- 
ulate. 

“I charge,” he said, “that the New 
York American deliberately set out to 
destroy Fallon. Why do. you think 
Watson wants to see me at our meet- 
ing? You know what he wanted. He 
wanted something that 1 have right 
here with me in the court room. Wat- 
gon wantel the birth certificates of 
certain children, certificates which 
Fallon had. I mean the certificates 
often mentioned in this trial and the 
rn concerning which Watson 
ied.”’ 

Were Many Climaxes. 

At another point in his summary 
the attorney declared that he failed 
to understand under what section of 
the law he was being tried. He said 
that three times he had tried to obtain 
a ruling on this point and for the 
third time his effort was overruled. 

The trial had been replete with 
climaxes, in which the names of promi- 
nent newspaper and theatrical] person- 
ages figured repeatedly. 

Fallon was indicted "July 11, 1923, 
for alleged bribery of Charles W. 
endigs, a juror in the Durrell-Greg- 
ory mail frand case. Fallon’s acquit- 
tal followed the confession of Rendigs 
to complicity in the alleged transac- 
tion 4nd his testimony in this case, 

Fallon, the day after his indict- 
ment, issued a statement charging the 
New York American with concealing 
Urnest FEidlitz, a witness Fallon 
wished in lawsuits then pending. Ai 

hearing before Justice Foley, Victor 
assistant publisher of The

American, proposed 
witness. 
Watson Gave Advice. 

Fidlitz was the chief witness for 
the prosecution in the trial of Fallon, 
testifying that Fallon gave him a 
check for $1,000 signed by Fallon’s 
wife, which was to go to Rendigs. 

Watson was called as a witness for 
the defensé and in his testimony said 
that he had advised Fallon to plead 
guilty, move for his own temporary 
Jisharment and throw himself on the 
mercy of the court. saying he had 
promised him help afterward. 

When Fallon took the stand in his 
own defense, after conducting person- 
sily most of the cross-examination of 
covernment witnesses, he denied that 
Watson had said this and stated that 
the New York Ameritan had deter 
mined to “get him” because of his 
possession of birth certificates of the 
children of a prominent actress. 

He testified that Eidlitz had con- 
fessed to him of telling Watson that 
Fallon possessed the certificates and 
that Eidlitz had stated William lt. 
Hearst. owner of The American, had 
told Watson to “get Fallon.”

$5,000 Voted for Expenses 
and Maintenance of State 
Service Department Un- 
til August, 1925. 


MILITARY DEPARTMENT 
APPROPRIATION IS CUT 


Officers Who Seize Autos 
in Liquor Cases Must 
Make Reports Within 
Ten Days After Capture. 


Working faster than at any previ- 
ous time during the present session, 
the house of representatives Friday 
afternoon passed six appropriation 
measures in rapid order~ — 

These included bills to appropriate 
$5,000 to the state service bureau for 
expenses and maintenance until Au- 
gust, 1925; $20,000 for the depart- 
ment of publie buildings and grounds; 
$10,000 to meet a deficiency at the 
state tuberculosis sanitarium at Alto; 
$10,000 additional for the state mili- 
fary department; a deficiency main- 
tenance appropriation of $4,700 for 
the Tenth District A. and M. school, 
in Hancock county, and $72,000 for 
expenses and maintenance of the state 


revenue department until the end of) 


1925. 
Appropriations Cut in Half. 

The service bureau bill originally 
called for $10,000, but the amount was 
reduced to $5,000 by amendment. This 
gives the department the same amount 
from August, 1924, to August, 1025, as 
that given by the state for the pre- 
ceding 12 months. The $20,000 for 
public buildings and grounds was di- 
vided, $8,000 going to a deficiency in 
the maintenance fund, and $12,000 for 
necessary repairs to the state capitol. 

The Alto appropriation of $10,000 
is to come from money collected under 
the state cigar and cigarette tax. This 
tax, as provided under the original 
bill, is to be used for payment of 
Confederate pensions, with the excep- 
tion of $250,000 a year for the first 
two years, which is to go to the Alto 
sanitarium for new buildings. The 
bill passed Friday takes the $10,000 
deficiency appropriation out of the 
current year’s $250,000 for buildings. 

The appropriation for the state mil 
itary department was reduced by | 
smendment from $25,000 to $10,000, 
and the $72.000 for the revenue de- 
partment is divided, $24,000 for the 
talance of 1924 and $48,000 for 1925.

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GEORGIA SENATE 
CLEARS CALENDAR

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B COLLEGE BOYS 
GIVE TESTIMONY 


Campus Friends of Slay- 
ers Declare Loeb Lacked 
“Horse Sense” To Bal- 
ance Intellect. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Chicago, August 9.—A_ procession 
of eight college boys, finally giving 
way to Dr. Harold S. Hulbert, fourth 
of the defense’s mental specialists, 
took the witness stand today before 
Judge John R. Caverly and gave evi- 
dence in support of the plea for miti- 
gation in the sentencing of Nathan 
F. Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb, for 
the kidnaping and murdering ; of 
Robert Franks. 

The university studen‘;. mostly 
friends of Loeb, testified as to their 
ebservation of the youth's peculiur 
mannerisms and mental ::echanisms, 
as revealed to them on campus and 
in fraternity house. They occupied 
the entire morning session, except for 
four minutes, when Dr. Robert Bruce 
Armstrong, of Charlevoix, Mich., gave 
evidence regarding a slight accident to 
Loeb in 1920. 

Dr. Hulbert, going over the lives 
of the defendants from cr-dle days, 
concluded that Loeb “is mentally dis- 
eased” and had not reached his con- 
clusions as to Leopold when court was 
adjourned until tomorrow, after he 
had been on the stand two hours. 

Loeb Again Called Slayer. 

Dr. Hulbert corroborated the testi- 
mony by Dr, Bernard Glueck, of New 
York, that Loeb was the actual slayer 
of the Franks boy. Loeb said he 
struck the boy several times with a 
cold: chisel, inte: ding to stum him and 
strangle him later with the assistance 
of Leopold, but that the blows were 
sufficient to cause death, said Dr. 
Hulbert. 

That Loeb had _ discussed the 
Franks murder with his mother, 
“setting quite a kick out of it” also 
was testified by the psychiatrist. He 
told how Loeb saw the funeral of his 
victim and “felt a bit uncomfortable 


but not remorseful” when he saw 
Bobby’s boy friends carry his coffin 
from the Franks home. 

Dr. Hurlburt delved into the realm 
of prenata] influences in seeking 
causes for various defects that his 
thirteen examinations of the youth 
revealed to him. He testified he had 
learned that Leopold’s mother suffer- 
ed from a physical ailment before his 
birth, remained an invalid and died 
17 years later, and*that Loeb’s moth- 
er, just before hig birth, was sickly 
ands also suffered from several acute 
infections, 

Fantasies Began Early. 

Loeb, the witness’ testified, was 
backward physically during his baby- 
hood, had a badly-formed heart, a 
subnormal temperature, retains three 
of his baby teeth, and at the age of 
18 his voice still was changing. Leo- 
pold was slight in boyhoed, suffered 
a serious gastric disorder, always had 
a skin disease, and was affected more 
than ordinarily by varioug diseases 
common to infancy and childhood, he 
said. 

Both Leopold and Loeb early began 
to have fantasies and pictured them- 
selves quite differently from the im 
oginmary selves normal boys dream otf, 
said the pathologist. Leopold's fanta- 
sies grew from the age of five, when 
Le saw his brother in a soldier’s uni- 
form and dreamed of being in com- 
wand of a huge body of men. That 
worked into a “king-slave” fantasy, 
stated the doctor, Leopold at times 


picturing himself as a king but 90

Take Heavy Toll 
Of Life, Propertyl 


Twelve Persons son 
To Be Dead as Result 
of Tornadoes During 
Last 24 Hours. 


HEAVY DAMAGE DONE 
TO GROWING CROPS 


Privation and Misery Fol- 

low Close on Heels of 
Storms as Mud Roads 
Block Relief. 


Chicago, August 8.—Death, suffer- 
ing and destruction have attended a 
series of tornadoes and electrical 
storms, accompanied by drenching 
downpours of rain, that are sweeping 
sections of the middle west and north- 
west. 


At least 12 persons are reported to 
have lost their lives during the last 
24 hours, according to telegraphic 
and wireless reports received here. 
Seven of them died in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, The states which appear 
to be storm-ravaged are Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Minnesota, Indiana, Mis- 
souri and Kansas. 


Late Friday the storm area bad as- 
sumed the shape of dumb-bell on the 
weather map, according to weather 
bureau headquarters here. One end 
rested in the vicinity of Kansas City 
and the other in the urea near St. 
Paul. 

55-Mile Wind Hits Chicago. 

A 55-mile-an-hour wind struck Chi- 
cago Friday afternoon, blowing down 
trees, unroofing small buildings, and 
making it impossible for pedestrians 
to stand up in some parts of the city 
and its suburbs. 

Rain fell in torrents and many of 
the principal streets speedily became 
impassable. The thunder and lizht- 
ming were terrific and reports of 
lightning striking forty-six bufldinys, 
most of them on the city’s outskirts, 
had been turned in at fire headquar- 
ters by nightfall. 

Camp Grant, at Rockford, Il., was 
turned into a combination miniature 
lake and a sea of mud. The camp, in 
readiness for the arrival of the 37th 


division, [linois national guard, was 
badly damaged. Buildings were un- 
roofed and tents blown down. 

Black River Falls, Bloomer,’ Case 
and New Auburn, Wis., reported loss 
of life and property damage. Houses 
are down, crops are destroyed and 
many are reported homeless. 

Communications Broken. 

From other sections of Wisconsin 
came reports of privation, suffering 
and misery caused by the storms. In 
lowlands many farmers have beea 
driven from their homes by the sudden 
rise of streams. 

Only fragmentary reports § are 
reaching Chicago from the storm 
swept areas. Telegraph and telephone 
companies report wires down for miles 
through some of the ravaged regions. 

In many sections of Illinois, Iowa 
and Missouri, roads are impassable. 
It is feared that the death toll will 
mount as news from the stricken com- 
munities arrives. Railroad traffic 
has been halted in some of the storm- 
swept sections because bridges have 
been washed out and in some places 
water covers the tracks. 

Rivers and creeks throughout the 
storm area are rising and are out of 
their banks in many places. Flood 
warnings are being sent out by wire- 
less.

received by all superintendents of 

ools during the first week of Auc- 
gust, according to State Superinten- 
ent of Schools N. H. 

In the Georgia school code are the 
regulations governing school books, 
both as to state adoption and the Yeo- 
mans law, according to the department 
of education head, and school snperin- 
tendents are urged to read carefully 
the act which was passed last year 
that combines certain provisions wf 
the Yeomans law and the uniform law. 

Further discussing this question, the 
following is given out by the state 
superintendent: 


Statement of Ballard. 


“In other words, it gives whatever 
hright any district may have under the 
Yeomans law to all districts which 
must conform .to the uniform law. By 
the enactment of the new law, all 
boards of education are required to 
have on hand a sufficient supply ot 
books five days before the opening of 
school. On all state-adopted books 
there are two prices—wholesale and 
retail. The wholesale is the YXeo- 
mans price; the retail is the state- 
adopted price. Boards of education 
must, therefore, conform to the Yeo- 
mans price. They buy from the pub- 
lishers at wholesale and either they, 
themselves, or through their author- 
ized ‘agent, sell at not more than 15 
per cent above this price. 

“If the board has a dealer, they 
must require a bond to protect the 
board from loss because the board is 
responsible to the publisher for all 
books purchased by this dealer. The 
board is not responsible for dealers 
acting under the state uniform law 
and selling at retail prices, for they 
are the dealers of the publishers an4 
are responsible to the publishers alone. 

Cites Typical Case. 

“Take, for example, Evans’ 
Lessons in Georgia History—a state- 
adopted book, the retail price of which 
is 80 cents, and the wholesale price 
is 63 cents. Boards of education, 
or their authorized dealers would or- 
der this book from the publisher and it 
would be billed at 63 cents. They 
may resell it at not more than 72 
cents. If the dealer of the publisher 
is handling the book (and boards have 
a right to require them to have deal- 
ers in each county), he will order 
the book from the publisher, who will 
bill it at 80 cents and deliver at 
freight prepaid, and at a discount of 
10 per cent. This makes 72 cents 
the publisher’s dealer pays for the 
book, and he cannot sell it for more 
than 80 cents. In other words, the 
vublisher’s dealer gives for the book 
practically the same price the board's 
authorized dealer must sell it to the 
children at retail. The publisher is 
also required to deliver free of ell 
charge any book to anyone in the 
state at the retail price. 

o State Adoption on Civics. 

“No book on civics was adopted hy 
the state board. This is due to the 
fact that the law requires the state 
superintendent to prepare a civics for

“The one exception to the use of 
the state-adopted is where coun- 
ties, cities, or districts levy a 
tax sufficient to run the schools eight 
months—these need not conform to 
the Yeomans law. 

Makes Suggestion. 

“Since the prices Po ger the newly- 
adopted books are so very high, and 
since the exchange prices are almost 
nothing, and since many communities 
would have great difficulty in supply- 
ing new books for their children, 
wish to suggeset, not authorize, the 
adoption of the old books in sucb 
schools as the board and superintend- 


difficulty in supplying new books to 
all of the children of the school.”

The entire 
length of the Tenth street reinforced 
concrete wall, about 150 feet, was un- 
dermined. 

The walls are not parts of the 
school buildings but were built to pre- 
vent the school grounds from wash- 
ing away where they have been raised 
‘e an elevation higher than surround- 
ing property or where surrounding 
property has been graded down to a 
lower level than the schools.

‘‘The salary system that pays an official 
what he is worth, and no more, has always 
seemed to me to be the only sensible method 
of remunerating the public officials of this 
county. While there may be two sides to 
every question, as we sometimes know, I 
am free to confess my complete ignorance 
of and inability to see any other side of 
this particniar question, especially as ap- 
plied to this county, except fair pay for 
the service rendered. Everyone else is

The result of the conference was 
an order to the cruiser Raleigh tu 
proceed to Greenland waters and ex- 
plore the coast for a possible landing 
place for the planes of Lieutenant 
Smith and Lieutenant Nelson south cf 
Angmag Salik, which was picked ont 
in making up the itinerary as the first 
stopping place in Greenland. 

The steamer Gertrude Rask, with 
supplies on board for the aviators, 
which is ice-bound 15 miles from 
Angmag Salik, reported today by wire- 
less that there had been no change in 
the ice conditions. Admiral Magruder 
then is said to have decided to call off 
the flight unless there were impera- 
tive reasons for continuing. 

If no harbor is found available as 
a haven for the planes in Greenland, 
the alternative of refueling them from 
the Raleigh on the open sea will be 
considered, although the fliers regard 
this a desperate expedient. 

The navy and army officers have 
another hope. This is based on the 
fact that the steamer Quest, built for 
the Shackleton Anarctic expedition 
some years ago, is now in these wa-

‘THE SURCHARGE MATTER. 

The Georgia senate yesterday by 
a large majority passed an anti-Pull- 
man surcharge bill, and a similar 


measure is now before the house 
with a favorable report. 

It is important that action be tak- 
en before the legislature adjourns to 
put Georgia again on record as op- 
posing this inexcusable surcharge 
levy. | 

Other states have enacted legisla- 
tion that prevents this surcharge, at 
least In intra-state traffic, and the 
interstate commerce commission 
has ylelded to the action of such 
states, 

If other states can do this Georgia 
can do the same thing. It is at least 
worth a trial, and that trial can be 
obtained if the legislature will take 
adequate action. 


THE SERVICE BUREAU. 

The Service bureau created by 
the Georgia legislature in 1923 has 
performed a remarkable work dur- 
Ing its first and organization year. 

The report of Director Blood- 
work, recently made to the gover- 
nor, shows that the bureau has been 
most active in helping Georgia serv- 
ice men who were entitled to rights 
and benefits under the federal laws, 
but who had not been able to make 
the proper contact with the United 
States Veterans’ bureau in getting 
their claims adjusted, or tn .getting 
the recognition due and awaiting 
them, but for the lack of informa- 
tion as to proper procedure. 

The bureau has served as a source 
of information, a liaison, and a legal 
advisory department for former 
soldiers from this state, and its 
work has been of potential value 
and of deep human interest. 

Twenty-six states maintain such 
bureaus. Not one of them, how- 
ever, is maintained with such low 
appropriation as Georgia’s bureau Is 
maintained.

If the material is genuine (nat- 
ural) meerschaum, a lasting joint 
can be made by proceeding as fol- 
lows: Clean a clover or two or gar- 
lic (the fresher the better) by re- 
moving all the outside hull or skin;

Whether goitre and other pathologi- 
cal effects of a shortage of iodin are 
on the increase or whether they only 
seem to be more common now that 
surveys are being made, are questions 
to both of whieh I should answer yes. 
I have a notion that rE: sections 
where goitre has prevailed to a strik- 
ing extent are growing constantly 
poorer in iodin, which is dissolved out 
of the soil and carried down to the 
sea and apparently cannot get back to 
the soil again..

Observers at the 
international conference believe it will 
be definitely decided to hold the debt 
discussions in Paris at an early date. 


Americans Deny Presence, 


It was reported that the American 
representatives to the conference had 
been present at the discussion of the 
proposed debt conference, but the 
Americans later denied that they had 
discussed thé matter or had been 
present at such a discussion. 

The Americans declared that the 
question was entirely beyond their 
competency, and that they would not 
even remain in‘ the conference room 
while such an issue was under con- 
sideration. 


U. 8S. WILL PARTICIPATE 
IN REPARATIONS PARLEY. 


Washington, August 8.—Announce- 
ment that the United States would 
participate officially in the conference 
to be held at Paris, for allocation of 
German repartions payments, was 
made at the white house Friday. 

The conference will be held ‘shortly 
after the conclusion of the allied meet- 
ing on the Dawes reparations plan in 
London. Ambassador Kellogg will be 
sent over from London as the repre- 
sentative of the United States. If 
Ambassador Herrick is not in Paris 
at the time of the meeting, it was 
said, and if Herrick is present, Kel- 
logg likely will go over to assist him. 
Colonel James A. Logan, who has 
been unofficial observer of the repara- 
tions commission for the- United 
States, will also take part.

TS AID 10 STUDY 


Toronto, August 8—The ‘tduca- 
tional importance of the sense of hu- 
mor and the results of extensive in- 
quiries into what children of different 
ages laugh at was the theme of an 
address delivered today before the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science by Professor ©. W. 
Kimmins, of the University of Lon- 
don. 
The funniest situations, to a very 
young child, ere purely visual, said 
Professor Kimmins, who attributed 
Charlie Chaplin’s popularity to his 
doing just the things that children are 
forbidden to do. The bat was found 
to be the most amusing article of ap- 
parel, other clothing rarely provoking 
laughter. 

At the age of seven years the sense 
of humor broadens to a playing with 
words, boys’ jokes, coagerine mainly 
of movie and fairy stories, while girls 
become interested almost exclusively 
in fairies, the professor said. At eight 
boys begin to take interest in riddles, 
but are behind girls in this respect 
At nine laughter centers about stories 
and jokes read in periodicals, and the 
amusement at misfortunes in others 
becomes less humorous at the age of 
10 and boisterous fun reaches a max 
imum at the age of 12, according to 
Professor Kimmins, 

Fairy stories as themes of jokes 
persist longer in the American child's 
life while stupidity serves as a hbu- 
morous element twice as often in 
America as in England, said Dr. Kim- 
mins. 

Laughter, he said, is more conta- 
gious among negro than white children, 
due chiefly to, their lesser control of 
facial muscles. 

. “Tn all the important crises of life,” 
said the speaker, ‘the ability to bring 
‘o bear the eternal spirit of childhood 
ig a great solace which is denied to 
those in whom the sense of humor is 
lacking. 

‘‘The nature of the environment, so0-

TOUCHING LINE OF PUTT. 

Have you ever seen a player, in 
looking over the line of a putt, gently 
tamp the turf with his putter? No 
doubt you have. It is rather a common 
practice amorfg a great many golfers. 
Yet in doing so, these players lay 
themselves liable to a penalty of loss 
of the hole in match play and two 
strokes in medal play. If there is any 


is entitled to remove it. He may pick 


up with his hand anything loose. Or 
in the case of worm casts, snow, ice 
or dung, he can use a club to rake 
the obstacle, aside. But other than 
the foregoing, the player may touch 
the line only in grounding his club 
lightiy in front of the ball in trying 
to line the putt up properly. He has 
no right to tamp down with his putter 
or to press down with his foot, or 
otherwise, any little roughness that 
he detects in the line, 


Grounding Club. 


One of the first rnles that the aver- 
age player learns after taking up the 
game of golf is that he is not allowed 
to touch his club to the ground where 
hiz ball lies in a hazard, before play- 
ing his stroke. But the varying na- 
ture of hazards frequently leaves a 
player in a state of perplexity, such 
for instance as a case where his ball 
stops on what is frequently referred 
to as a “chocolate drop,” or mound 
which is Covered with turf. These 
are generaily placed on the course by 
design to add to the difficulty of play- 
ing a hole, and according to the be- 
licf of many players are hazards. Yet 
they do not come within the technical 
definition cf a hazard. 

A hazard :s defined as “any bunker, 
water (except casual water), ditch 
(unless excepted by local rule), bush, 
sand, path er road. Sand blown onto 
grass or sprinkled there for protecting 
the turf is not a hazard.” Now the 
only classification among the above 
under which a grassy mound might 
come would be a bunker. Yet here 
is the definition of @ bunker. “A 
bunker is that part of a depression 
in the ground, where the natural soil 
is exposed and sometimes top dressed 
with softer soil or sand.” A grassy 
mound does not conform to these speci- 
fications. Hence, where a ball stops 
on such a mound, there is no rule to 
forbid a player to sole his club in ad- 
dressing the ball.

FOR A BETTER SCORE. 

Determining the proper width of 
stance, that is distance between the 
two feet, is largely a matter of indi- 
viduality, the conformation of the 
player having much to do with it. 
But there are certain commonsense 
guides that can be applied in all cases. 
The player should place his feet far 
enough apart to give him a good sense 
of balance from side to side at the 
top of the swing, and not far enough 
to interfere with a free pivoting of 
the body at the hips in making the 
swing. If the feet are too close, it 
is very difficult to maintain balance, 
and balance is essential in a proper 
swing. On the other hand, with the 
feet too wide apart, the necessary 
pivoting is restricted, and the player 
is deprived of much of his power for 
the stroke. 

The average high-handicap player 
adds notably to his score through 
poor execution of short strokes, im the 
immediate vicinity of the putting 
green. A bit of casual observation 
will reveal the fact that on shots of 
from 15 to 35 yards from the green, 
a considerable majority of times the 
ball stops short of the hole, frequent 
ly failing to reach the putting surface. 
The trouble is that the player quits 
on these strokes for fear that he will 
hit the ball over the green. These are 
really nothing more than long putts, 
so far as hitting the ball The 
important thing for the plaver to ac- 
quire is the knack of hitting the ball 
smartly. Regardless of the club chosen, 
the backswing wants to be _ short 
but the forward swing should be made 
with decision. If the player will . 
into his bead to hit the ball as 
would a long putt, he will set out on 
the right road to saving strokes.

“The presence of the Australians, 
Gerald Pattefgon, Norman Brookes, 
Pat O'Hara Wood, Fred Kalms and 
William Schlesinger; the Frenchmen, 
Henri Cochet, Jean Borotra, Jacques 
Brugnon and Rene Lacoste, and the 
Mexicans, igeacte Borbolla, Franz 
Gerdes and Manuel Liano, assures 
competition such as has not been 
seen in any previous tournament un- 
der the U. S&L. T. A.” 
In order to reward the interest of 
juvenile tennis players in the game, 
the association has decided to let in 
youngsterg under 16 for 50 cents on 
two days of the tournament.

New York, August 8.—Stocks open- 
ed strong this morning and later sold 
off on profit-taking in the Van Swerin- 


gen shares and then recovered. Pull- 
man was one of the features, making 
a new high record for the year. 

As a result of the rumors that have 
been widely circulated for months re- 
garding the merger plans of the Van 
Sweringens, a very large speculative 
following has been built up in C. & 
O., Nickel Plate, Pere Marquette, Erie 
and other stocks. It was natural that 
there should be profit-taking today on 
the semi-official announcement of the 
terms on which stocks would be taken 
into the merger. 

Cotton had a break of from $4 to 
$4.50 a bale on today’s government 
report, indicating a crop of 12,351,000 
bales. This is a small increase over 
the last government estimate of a 
month ago and is slightly better than 
Wall street expected. Today’s break 
in cotton, following that of yester- 
day, was based on-the prevailing be- 
lief that; the advance in cotton had 
.been overdone. 

Wheat was also soft today on the 
government -report, estimating 74.- 
000,000 bushels in this year’s harvest. 
The government wheat crop report 
confirms the information which bank- 
ers here have been getting from Can- 
ada to the effect that the wheat crop 
here and there was bein underestimat- 
ed in size to advance prices for politi- 
cal purposes. 

Regarding signs of the times, specu- 
lative Wall street is very bullish on 
the tobacco stocks. Tobacco stocks, 
speculative Wall street believes ac- 
curately reflect the trend in general 
business. When general trade began 
to slow down during the spring months 
the sales of tobacco companies began 
to fall off. According to informa- 


‘tion obtained in banking circles here 
today, one of the large retail tobacco 
companies with 2,400 stores through- 
out the country, increased its sales 5 
per cent in July, the first increase re- 
ported for months. 

To say that bankers here were taken 
by surprise by the unexpected cut in 
the Federal Reserve bank rediscount 
rate late yesterday is to state the situ- 
ation mildly. The facts are.that our 
best bankers were bounced off their 
feet and have not as yet recovered 
their equilibrium. With the German 
loan coming, with crop moving time 
already here and with general busi- 
ness showing unmistakable signs of 
improvement, our best bankers were 
of the opinion that the money market 
was scraping bottom; that interest 
rates were as low as they were going 
to be and that the next movement of 
any importance in the money mar- 
ket would be a hardening of interest 
rates. Yesterday's unexpected action 
of the Federal Reserve bank here left 
our best bankers up in the air, a most 
unusual place for a Wall street bank- 
er to be. 

With the improvement in general 
business still far ahead of actual im- 
provement in trade, naturally politics 
is being mentioned as one of the fac- 
tors in the unexpected decision an- 
nounced yesterday by the governors 
of the Federal Reserve bank. Our 
best bankers here think it is possible 
that the rate was lowered so that part 
of out excessive credit may be em- 
ployed in foreign loans such as the 
loan just announced to Argentine at 
the lowest interest rate now prevail- 
ing in any money market of the world. 
However, Federal Reserve bank offi- 
cials here and At Washington § are 
credited by our best bankers here 
with knowing enough not to employ 
our financial resources in question- 
able foreign loans. 


Georgia Corn Crop Outlook 
Good; Says Bureau Report 


(The fellowing is the monthly crop re- 
port for the etate of Georgia by the Geor- 
gia crop reporting service): 

Although the prospects for a bum- 
per corn crop in Georgia were re- 
duced by dry weather in parts of the 
state the latter half of July, the con- 
dition August 1 was fully average and 
the indicated production still much 
above the final] outturn last year. 

Early upland corn in the northern 
half of the state was needing moisture 
and faring badly in some sections, 
particularly in western, northwestern 
and north-central piedmont counties, 
Rains since crop report date have 
been very beneficial, particularly to 
the late crop, but the last few days 
moisture was insufficient in many 
counties. Lowland corn is progressing 
nicely and a splendid crop in southern 
Georgia is practically made. 

On August 6 a splendid start was 
made toward marketing the largest 
tobacco crop Georgia has ever pro- 
duced. The aereage in bright tobacco 
was more than doubled this year, and 
the crop did well in practically all 
sections. Many are finding tobacco to 
be one of the best money crops to 
take the place of cotton-in the areas 
devastated last year,

Furbdpe and plunged that 
unhappy continent into the maelstrom 
of hate and butchery, into which we 
were inevitably drawn? 

Mobilization Days Abroad. 

Prior ro its outbreak, annually, Ger- 
many, France, Russia and other Euro 
nean countries used to parade their 
man strength, their military power. 

The traveler in France would see 
freight cars. marked with the number 
of horses and the number*of men that 
the car would carry. The very rail- 
roads were planned and laid with the 
view to the mobilization of the armies. 
And every Furopean man and boy on 
the continent knew just where to re 
port, and what to do, when the bugles 
should begin to blare and the drums 
to roll. 

The peoples, the mothers and fatb- 
ers. whose boys must be the “cannor 
fodder.” when the ‘call to arms does 
come, were induced to pay uncon- 


scionable taxes and to cet off the side 
walk before strutting officers upon the 


plea that their perfectly prepared 
military machines would prevent the 
coming of war. 

Causing War. - 

But, mstead of preventing, the very 
machines, perfectly prepared, plunged 
the whole world into a war whose hor- 
rors will reverberate down through 
the ages until the end of time. 

And it will be ever thus. 

Here and there may be born the 
semblance of a man who, because of a 
fear of physical suffering and death. 
will not fight. 

Bat since the beginning of time the 
overwhelming majority of mankind of 
every race and color has been willing 
te run the risk of suffering and dying 
upon the field of battle. 

An] the greater the peril. the 
great@> the willingness of many to 


dare it. 
Not because they do not fear physi- 


cal pain. : 
Many fear more to live bearing the 


brand of a coward. | 

Others, an even greater number, 
count death a little sacrifice to make 
for the protection of country and loved 
ones—for the safeguard of national 
and family honor. 

When this is true, what is to be 
gained by shaking our fist in the face 
of a world—by a. “mobilization day,” 
inviting all mankind to observe, so to 


speak, our unparalleled might as a na- 


tion? . 

Most significant of all, we have 
heard, the day selected for this mobill- 
gation of all of the ration’s power {s 
the dav upon which the league of na- 
tions is to open its meeting at Gene 
vya—that lesgue which Woodrow Wil- 
son dreamed, hoped :and_ prayed 
would bring peace to mankind by 
drawing the nations together in friend- 
ly conncil. 

Ts it silly or wise in such an hour 
for this great country to invite the 
world to observe, if notS“to smell” our 
fist? 

Would not a gesture of friendship— 
of love in the name of Christ, our 
risen Tord. come with better grace?

Premier MacDonald and Christian 
Rakevsky, the Russian charge d’af- 
faires.at London, spoke briefly, both 
expressing gratification that the ne- 
gotiations had resulted in what they 
regarded as a decided step forward in 
the relations between the British and 
Russian soviet governments. 

Premier MacDonald and Arthur 
Ponsonby, undersecretary for foreign 
affairs, affixed their signatures for 
Great Britain, and M. Rakovsky, 
Adolphe Joffe, M. Tomski and M. 
Scheinmann signed for the soviets.
